Alabama Crowd Wanted a Negro Held 
by a Georgia Sheriii. 
Columbus, Ga., July 20.—(Special.)—Tom 
Rankin, alias Chartes Johnson, the negro 
who so brutally assaulted J. R. Carrall, 
of Lee county, who now lies at the point 
of death, was captured this morning at 
Midland by J. A. Goins, a section 
of the Southern railway, and brought to 
Coluinbus. where he was placed in jail.

Rankin is wanicd in county, Ala- 
bama. for horse stealing, Chatta- 
hoochee county for assault 
murder.

A mob of forty or fifty men had formed 
with the purpose, it is said, of lynching 
the negro in case he was brought through 
Phenix City at a certain hour en route 
for the Opelika jail.

When Sher- 
iff Harp, of Chattahoochee county, arrived 
this afternoon and said that he wanted 
Rankin im his county first on a charge 
of assault with intent to murder, the pris- 
oner was turned over to Sheriff Harp.

FLORIDA MONEY THIEF CAUGHT. 


Negro Who Dug Up Foraker’s $2,500 
Arrested Near Savannah. 

Savannah, Ga., July 20.—(Special.)—John 
Hicks, the Baldwin, Fla., negro farm hand 
who dug up old Foraker’s $2,550 in gold, 
was located out in the Ogeechee river about 
fifteen miles from here today and brought 
to Savannah.

THRILLING STORY 
UF THE HANGING 


How Dr Ryder Was Lynched by 
Fifleen Men, 


STORY -BY AN EVE-WITHESS 


Constitution's Special Correspondent and 
Artist Present, 


HOW THE SHERIFE FAILED 10 ARRIVE 


Men Who Captured Ryder Were De- 
termined That He Should Not Be 
Taker from Them—Brothers 
of Dr. Ryder Will Pros- 
ecute Them. 


Talbotton, Ga., July 2.—(Special Staff 
Correspondence.)—No effort is being made 
by the authorities to discover the idemtity 
of the men who lynched Dr. W. L. Ryder 
last night, and there is good reason to 
believe that none will be made. The peo- 
ple here do not want to know anything 
about it. Nine out of every ten do not 
hesitate to say that they are satisfied 
with what has happened and the tenth is 
satisfied, but does mot.say so. They do not 
base the:r feelings on their individual sen- 
timents regarding Dr. Ryder, for many 
have iooked upon him with more pity than 
animosity, but they have manifested their 
rage at the delay which law permits in 
the trial of such cnses. 

You cannot convince a Talbot county 
taxpayer that there is any justice in a 
judicial system which permits a confessed 
murderer one and a half-years after his 
crime was committed to force the contin- 
uance Of a case which is no nearer com- 
pletion now than it was at the time of the 
killing. The Talbot taxpayers have al- 
ready paid $7,000 to secure the trial of 
Dr. Ryder, and when Judge Hart adjourn- 
ed his court yesterday they had absolutely 
nothing .toa show for their meney. This is 
why they decided tao take the law into 
their own hands. It was not because they 
wanted to lynch Dr. Ryder. 

When the four lawyers representing the 
defense exhausted all legal resources at 
vesterday’s hearing to secure a postpone- 
ment they believed that they were pro- 
longing the life of their unhappy client. 
As a matter of fact, their agreement for 
delay pronounced his certain doom. Had 
the trial proceeded there would have been 
no lynching, no matter what the verdict 
It was action the peo- 
ple wanted, not blood. Delay was the one 
thing they would stamd no longer. 

The Usual Verdict. 

This morning the coroner and his jury 
brought the body into town and made a 
purely official inquiry into the cause of 
death. They discovered that the doctor 
had come to his untimely end at the hands 
of an unknown mob. They called as wit- 
nesses before them the two deputy sheriffs 
from whom Dr. Ryder had beem taken, but 
neither could tell the names of any of 
those who had attacked them. Then the 
jury adjourned and with their adjourn- 
ment ended all hope of a rea) investigation 
into the events which led up to the trag- 
edy. 

The family of the victim will demand a 
judicial inquiry, and his two brothers, Dr. 
Charles Ryder and Professor R. A. Ryder, 
are determined that the lymechers shall be 
‘brought to justice. Both are now here 
and the former told me this afternoon 
that he already knew the names of three 
of the men interested. He sai denough 
to indicate that he had emploved detectives 
and was making every effort to avenge 
his brother’s death. 

Work of the Mob. 

Before speculation as to the result of the 
lynching is indulged in, however, the real 
story of the tragedy should be told. No 
one but the writer will ever tell it in pub- 
lic, for he is the only man who had enough 
business there to warrant his presence and 
to permit him to talk about it. The news- 
papers this morning say that the mob was 
made up of hundreds of men. It wasn’t. 
There were only sixteen men in it, and one 
of them was The Constitution's correspon- 
dent, who was too unpopular with the 
Iynchers to be taken into account. 

The plans to lynch the doctor were laid 
in the courthouse as soon as it became 
evident that the continuance asked for by 
the defense was to be granted. A half- 
dozen men met quietly in a corridor and 
talked it over. They agreed to kill the 
doctor in case he was not tried; and each 
man was told to invite one gpther man. 
They could have raised an army if they 
cared to, but they, felt that a few could do 
the job better than a great many. Long

The two 
deputies with their prisoner had then been 
gone a little more than three-quarters of 
an hour ard enjoyed the advantage of a 
‘ffouremile lead. It was raining heavily, and 
the roads were covered with mud to the

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depth of several inches, which made fast 
driving not only difficult. but dangerous. 
Still the pursuers had little doubt that they 
could catch Dr. Ryder before he reached 
Waverly Hall, and as they pushed thelr 
horses forward they discussed the question 
of where it would be best to string up 
their victim. Many wanted to hang him on 
the porch of the McCoy house. in which he 
had shot and killed Miss Owen, but this 
suggestion was abandoned because an old 
lady residing there now is seriously ill, and 
the shock of such a thing would likely have 
proved fatal. 
The Sheriff Starts. 

Long before the mob had reached any 
determination as to thetr ultimate destin- 
ation, a new element was injected into 
the game. Somebody in Talbetton learn- 
ed that,a number of men—hundreds, the 
report said—were after Dr. Ryder and 
expected to lynch him before he reached 
Waverly Hall. He told Sheriff Richards 
about it and the sheriff ran for a livery 
Siable faster than he ever ram before in 
his life. He ordered the fastest team 
in Talbotton, and while it was being 
hitched up, he summoned a posse, distrib- 
uted winchester riftes among them and 
filled his pockets with é8-caliber cartridges. 
The sheriff is an old man. but he is game,

shoot.’’ 

The posse piled into the wagon and it

In fact it was all over before most of the 
inhabitants of Waverly Hall even. knew 
that anything unusual was gotng on. 
The Sheriff’s Mistake. 

Just behind the procession ‘of wagons 
filled with the lynchers The Constitution 
team fell in, moving at the same slow pace 
as those in front. There was evidently no 
need for further haste, and the mob’s dis- 
position was to take all the tima it needed 
for the bloody and heartless work it had 
in hand. Besides it was very dark and fast 
driving under such circumstances was too 
reckless a thing even for lynchers. The 
men in the first wagon had Dr. Ryder and 
they not only set the pace, but were com- 
pelled to decide where and when to do the 
butchery. Those in the rear were compell- 
ed to follow. 

The mob did not know that they were 
going to run straight into a sheriff's posse, 
but we in The Constitution wagon did, and 
made preparations accordingly. We stop- 
ped so as to get out of range of the win- 
chesters and then followed on ata Snail’s 
pace. Instead of hearing the crack of ri- 
fies, however, we heard the rapid approach 
of the sheriff's posse. It dashed by us at 
a furious pace and we wildly yelled at it 
to turn around and come back, but our 
words were not understood. If they had 
been it is probable that Dr. Ryder would 
not have been the only dead man in Tal- 
bot county last night. 

It turned out later that the sheriff had 
not suspected the presence of the doctor 
when he passed the lynchers. All he saw 
in the darkness was a buggy or two. and 
what he was looking for was a turbulent 


SO 


mob of hundreds. So he dashed on into 
Waverly Hall, where he learned of his 
mistake and dashed back again. But he 


took the road straight back to Talbotton 
and reached there just in time to learn that 
he had missed his man for the second time 
and that the object of the mob’s wrath 
was even then s-vinging from a tree on a 
side road. 


The Ride to Death. 


When the—to us—unaccountable action 
of the sheriff had materially lessened the 
prospects of an open.battle we drove for- 
ward as rapidly as the fearfully rough 
roads would permit and rejoined the lynch- 
ecs. They were still traveling very slowly 
and had not yet decided where to kill their 
victim. The doctor lay on the floor of the 
covered wagon with his head and shoul- 
ders partially propped up against the legs 
of the men in the rear seat. His eyes were 
closed and it was evident from the painful 
position he occupied that he was totally 
unconscious. His clothing was badly torn 
and the handcuffs had cut so deep into his 
Wrists during his brief struggle with his 
captors that ‘blood dripped from his fingers’ 
ends into his shirt bosom. 

Whether he wags unconscious from fright 
or had been stunned by the rough handling 
he had received will never be known, for 
no one cared to inquire into it. At any 
rate, it was a merciful act of Providence 
to blot out his mind in the terrible ordeal 
ahead of him. The jolting of the wagon 
threw him from side to side, and he sunk 
lower and lower until his head was pushed 
80 far forward on his breast that it seem- 
éd certain his neck must break under the 
Strain. But nothing aroused him from the 
dead stupor which made him _ oblivious 
alike to his fate and to his surroundings. 
Three miles east of Waverly Hall there 
is a road running to Talbotton which 
makes a wide detour to the north. Into 
this the procession of death turned, and 
As we 
made the turn we could see that heads 
were poked out-of the wagons in front,

of the street between Windsor street and 
the Central to widen Whitehall. 
The resolution Was adopted unanimously 
after the speeches had been made and the 
committee was appointed by the cha'rman. 

The meeting organized by the’ selection 
of ‘Mr. J. J. Maddox as chairman. He is 
one of the most active property owners of 
the street. He was nominated by Captain 
Ww. H. Brotherton, who called the meeting

Chairman Maddox Explains. 

Mr. Maddox‘ explained the purposcs of 
the meeting. He said the citizens of White- 
hall and the south side had been slecping 
over their rights and that the. time 
come when something must be done to se- 
cure for the street,that which it is entiuled 
to—improvemenis. He said the street is 
one of the oldest in the city and that it is 
well known that it is in bad condition. He 
thoueht the value of the property on the 
street will be enhanced 25 per cent if the 
proposed improvements are made.

Captain Brotherton’s Resolution. 

At this point Captain Brotherton intro- 
duced the following resolution, which was 
scconded by Captain Francis and 
adopted: 

“Kesolved, That the chairman appoint a 
committee of three Whitehail street prop- 
erty owners, of which the chairman of this 
meeting shall be chairman, between Wind- 
sor street_and the Central railroad cross- 
ing, with the view of obtaining frontage 
donations of five feet on each side for the 
purpose of widening this part of the street, 
said frontage donations to be made wiih 
the understanding that the city widens the 
street and resets the fences or coping with- 
out cost to the property owners.” 

Under the resolution Chairman Maddox 
appointed Coionel L FP. Thomas and _Mr. 
T H. Sappington as the other two mem- 
bers of the committee provided for in the 
resolution. the latter making the chairman 
the first member of the committee. 

Mr. D. Steinheimer asked what would be 
done in case any property owner is so sit- 
uated that -he has no land to give or sell 
to the city. He said it was a new subject, 
and he wanted information. 

Captain Brotherton assured him the pur- 
pose in appointing the committee would be 
to confer with citizens so situated, The 
rommittee would devise means to remove

~"=. Howell Talks About Improvement 

Clark Howell, of The Constitution, 
ealied on, and he told the meeting or 
benefits and advantages to be derived 
‘mproving the street.

not intended to be present at the meeting, 
but several citizens invited him to come 
out.

He assured the citizens that the com- 
missioncrs are in sympathy with the move- 
ment to widen anl improve Whitehall and 
that the commissioners will do everything 
possible to said in tke accomplishment of 
the werk. He said the city and county 
could no doubt agree and widen the street 
if the cittzens would dorate the frontage.

He gave notice 
to southern senators that if they would 
stand by him they could hold the senate in 
session until next December, rather than 
submit to this change. Mr. Bacen charac- 
‘erized the restoration of cotton ties and 
cotton bagging to the dutiable list as in- 
defensible favoritism of the north against 
the south. 

Replying to the suggestion of Mr. Tilk 
man, Mr. Butler said he stood ready: to 
join in any movement to hold the senate 
in session for a week or longer, to prevent 
the consummation of this iniquity against 
the south. 

“T.will tell the senator,” called back Mr. 
Tillman, “that I am negotiating with the 
Senator from Pennsylvania, (Quay) for the 
speech by which he stopped the last tariff 
debate, and I-may be ready to start on 
that speech tomorrow, .worntng.”’ 

Teller’s Sharp Criticism. 

Mr. Teller criticised the conference com- 
mittee for not carrying out the will of the 
senate. This was the first time, he sald, 
that a committee had sugfendered the in- 
terests of fhe senate without asking for 
instructions. He had reason to believe that 
members of the conference committee, sup- 
posed to represent the senate, had gone 
into the conference and worked against 
the senate amendmnt on white pine. Mr. 
Teller declared that the entire report should 
be rejected and sent to a committee repre- 
senting the senate and carrying out its in- 
structions.

THE SLATE HAS BEEN FIXED 


Appointment of Rucker Will Go .n in 
a Few Days. 


BIS FRIENDS ARE GREATLY PLEASED 


Great Victory Over the Buck Forces, 
It Is Given Out—What the 
Leaders Say. 


President McKinley has announced that 
Henry A. Rucker will be appointed col- 
lector of internal revenue for Georgia, 
and Major W. H. Smyth postmaster at 
Atlanta. 

The annoumcements are definite and the 
appointments will go in effect perhaps this 
week. This will settle the anxiety felt 
for so long by the republicans here and 
will bring joy to the negroes. 

The story giving the appointment as a 
certainty is sent from Washington by Ohl 


as follows: 

“Washington, July 20.—(Special.)—The 
Rucker-Smyth ‘combination is an absolute 
certainty. I was able to verify it tonight 


at the white house. 

This probably carries with it Ed Bloa- 
gett for assistant postmaster, though 
there is no certainty of this. 

“The Rucker appointment will be hur- 
ried up in the hope that it will be a bit 
of balm for the souls of the disgruntled 
negroes, who are breaking out in protest 
against the administration. 

‘T Thomas Fortume is the latest. He 
has joined Bill Pledger in his talk for in- 
dependent action by the negroes. The 
Rucker appointment is being hurried for- 
werd py this feeling.” 

The negro has at last been recognized by 
the administration. The appointment of 
Rucker may serve to appease their wrath 
agaimst the leaders, but it will be the 
signal for war. ; 

The luck of the Decatur street barber 
is certain to split the republican party. 
The outcome of the fight for the collector- 
ship has ..ad much significance all along, 
and now that it has ended, the real mean- 
ing of the result is beginning to manifest 
itself. 

Corbett and Johnson Hitch. 

The fight between Ruckef and Smyth 
has all along been between a determined 
array of the forces of Buck's old. guard, 
led by Walter Johnson, and the McKinley 
Club people, led by Walter Corbett, of 
Macon. Plainly stated it was a fight for 
the leadership of Georgia republicanism. 
The Buckites have been disposed to laugh 
at Corbett and Hanson and have all along 
said that the Macon men were getting 
no recogmition at the hands of the admin- 
istration. Now it seems that the Maconites 
are triumphant. 

Walter Johnson as the follo ver and suc- 
cessor of Buck naturally placed all of 
his support to the men,indorsed by Buck, 
and Smyth and Blodgett were two of these. 
He has made no personal fight on Ruck- 
er. but has simply fought him from the 
standpoint that the men imdorsed by Buck 
should be appointed In fact, Johnson 
is a true republican, who is friendly to 
the negroes and who wil! do all! in his 
power to see that they get what is due 
them, but this had resolved itseif into 
a battle for the bosshood and he made 
a brave fight. 

Now that Corbett has won does not sit- 
nify that he will get the leadership. for 
that is unquestionably Johnson’s. Indeed 
the appo'ntment of Rucker, while it may 
be regarded as a defeat for Johnson, can- 
not be looked upon as a victory for Cor- 
bett. The administration worked in a 
combination whereby Smyth gets a better 
but Blodgett had to be sacriliecd. 

Will Bring Division. 

The deal was made not so much to 
give Corbett what he wanted, but to pacify 
the negroes who had begun to give dan- 
gerous demonstrations of what they would 
do if they were not quickly and substan- 
tially recognized. The d.scontented and 
disgruntled darkies may be satisfied, but 
the whites are not. They will rise up in 
arms against the appointment of Rucker, 
ard the result will be a division of re- 
publicanism ifto the Lly whites’ on one 
étde, with Johnson as leader, and the coal 
blacks on the other s'de, with Corbett as 
boss. Corbett will have with him sdme 
of the whites from the McKinley clubs 
and Johnson will have with him some of 
the negroes who will not desert the stand- 
ard of Buck. A state convention will 
probably be ealled, and them the split will 
begin to evidence itself in fine shape. It 
is understood that there will be a gen- 
eral walk out when Rucker takes charge. 
Some of the deputies have already said 
that they will resign before they will serve 
under a negro. 

Rucker is-not a very remarkable negro. 
He began life as a traim porter and after- 
*wards got a position in the custom house. 
He is now running a barber shop on De- 
catur street.

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The Lynchers and the Law. 

~The unexpected and tragic taking off 
of Dr. Ryder should impress upon the 
people of the state the grave eimergency 
which demands the reform of our crim- 
inal law system. 

In the phases of lynch law which 
have been hitherto discussed, we have 
had to deal with rural communities re- 
moved from popuious centers, which 
were urged on by a shocking crime 
whic# outraged the feelings of men. 
From the frequency with which this 
popular vengeance was taken upon the 
objects of its wrath, grew much of the 
feeling that the law was not equal to its 
mission, and that there was need ot 
some remedy. 

From this state of affairs the public 
began to observe the general operation 
of law, and found that even under the 


best conditions it was cumbrous in exe- | 


ecution, uncertain in effect and vexatious 
to the people who depended upon it for 
the adjustment of their grievances, 
Hence the demand for law reform does 
not grow primarily out of the demand 
for the suppression of lynching, but out 
of a conviction that the law should be 
enforced against all kinds of criminals 
guilty of all kinds of crime. When 
the people, outraged by the commission 
of some great crime in their midst, 
watch the slow development of indict- 
ment and trial, and see the work of 
judge and jury nullified and.justice be- 
come a mere football among contending 
attorneys, they naturally ask: do eourts 
exist for the punishment of offenders, 
or do they exist simply as battle grounds 


- upon which a few chosen men may dis- 


play their talents? 

In this conciasion, the lynching of Dr. , 
Ryder has more than ordinary meaning. 
He was a man of excellent family, with 
widely influential connections, and was 
himself gifted with a professional edu- 
cation and calling. AS a member of the 


_ Belect circle which had a right to look 


upon itself with pride, he was admitted 
into the best families in the state. In 
all of this there was a suggestion neither 
of insanity nor of irregular passion. He 
was cool and calculating, circumspect 
and prudent, so much so that he was a 
we'come visitor into the best homes. In 
an unfortunate moment in April, 1896, 
he shot down and killed a young lady 
from whom his addresses received un- 
favorable response. All this, it must be 
recollected, took place not in a frontier 
settlement, among rough and unlettered 
people, but in a county which is the 
home of some of the most cultured peo- 
ple in theistate. These people looked 
to the law for the vindication of the 
outrage which had been committed in 
their midst. They patiently waited the 
slow process of trial, and after having 
head all the advantages of eloquent coun- 
sel, Dr. Ryder was convicted, and the 
people thanked God that they had let the 
law take its course. But in this intense 
moment of public excitement they found 
“technicality” taking-the place of jus- 
tice, and were disgusted with the de- 
vious methods by which it was sought 
to clear a man who had slain innocent 
girlhood. A new trial was ordered by 
the supreme court. Fifteen months elap- 
sed and the second trial js called, at 
which are present four of the five coun- 
gel for the defendant. Each of the four 
Counsel present was a distinguished and 
able member of the bar, and was fully 
competent to proceed with any cause 
which might be brought before the 
courts of the country. Yet, when the 
case was called, there came the aston- 
ishing answer that after nearly a year 
of delay, after full and absolute knowl- 
edge of the date of trial, gith the full 
knowledge that the meeting of court is 
an important occasion and should not be 
trifled with, it is found that of the fif- 
ty-one witnesses relied upon for the de- 
fense, but three were present! What a 
parody upon trial was this! When Judge 
Hart, bound by the technical cords thus 
tied around his wrists, looked around 
for some explanation, there was none. 
The court had met for naught, the state 
was defied and somebody had blundered! 

The unfortunate victim was taken from 
the hands of the officers and swung to 
the limb of a neighboring tree. 

It is best, in a moment like this, to 
be plain spoken. The people felt that 
the five lawyers who were defending 

_ Dr. Ryder were, each of them, personally 
able to conduct the defiendant’s case, 
They were aware of the fact that while 
one of these lawyers was sick and inca- 


_ pacitated, the other four were in pos- 
_ session of that information in ample 
_ time to have taken hold of the case and 


conducted it without him. The illness 


s of Colonel Worrill had been a matter of 


: public notoriety for .weeks past. It is 
an expensive thing to hold courts and to 
annoy the people by calling them from 
their business to attend court. It is as 
little as attorneys can do to have their 
cases ready so that the people cannot 
be annoyed by their never-ending re- 
currence. The story of the non-attend- 
ing witnesses is conclusive in itself, and 
the strange part of it is that the rela- 
tives of the man on trial, whose evi- 
dence was needed, were many of-them 
absent. 

The lesson is one plain enough to be 
understood by all. The people feel that 
they have been trifled with, and they 
want those technicalities by which they 
have been annoyed removed. This will 
not be done by mere denunciations of 
mob law and reading platitudes to the 
people. It can only be accomplished by 
reforming the law so that when a trial 
is ordered it will take place, unless there 
is better excuse for postponing it than 
that usually given in asking for con- 
tinuance of criminal cases. The vari- 
ety of legal excuses that can now be 
offered for the continuation of a «ase is 
such as to frequently enable criminals 
to secure indefinite exemption from pun- 
ishment. This is a phase of criminal law 
reform which has already attracted the 
attention of the State Bar Association, 
and of the public generally, and which 
should also receive the attention of the 
legislature. 

As to the lynching of Dr. Ryder, The 
Constitution regrets exceedingly that the 
people of Talbot county did not permit 
the law to take fts course. We believe 
that, in due course of time, punishment 
by law would have been inevitable, and 
that Dr. Ryder would have expiated his 
fearful crime upon the gallows. Lynch 
law is never justifiable, and it should 
not be telerated by people who prefer 
peace and order to mob vidtence and an- 
archy. The people must respect the 
law; otherwise, there will be social cha- 
os. The laws may not be as complete 
as they should be, but they are being 
strengthened every day, and it is only a 
question of time before they will be so 
adjusted as to meet every reasonable re- 
quirement, assuring punishment to the 
guilty and adequate protection for the 
innocent. Colonel N. J. Hammond is 
right in his opinioéh that there should 
be no “apoligies for contempt #f law,” 
and that “in our laws is our safety.” The 
Constitution urges now, as it has always 
urged, more persistently than any other 
newspaper in the south, that, whatever 
might be the provocation of the people, 
there is no justification for mob vio- 
lence so long as there are courthouses 


erected by society for its protection 
against lawlessness. ‘To ignore the ad- 
ministration of the law by treating the 
courts with contempt is to induce others 
to do so on self-adjudged provocation, 
which, when reduced to its last analy- 
sis, means the reign of the mob. 
Opposition to mob law should empha- 
size the imperfections of our criminal 
law system, so that by cultivating re- 
spect for the law, and guaranteeing so- 
ciety that crime will meet with deserved 
punishment, tfiere will be less excuse for 
ignoring the law, and universal] demand 
that it shall be respected and obeyed. 
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A Word in Time. 

The exaggerated reports of gold dis- 
covery along the Yukon river have 
aroused intense interest among the ad- 
venturesome, who are ever ready. to 
seek their fortunes in new fields. 

There seems to be no doubt that some 
large gold finds have been made in the 
country indicated, but at the same time 
it must be stated that interested par- 
ties have been exploiting these gold 
fields for several years past. Those who 
have made the original discoveries are 
anxious to take advantage of the credul- 
ity of the human mind, so as to unload 
and make the most out of what they 
know. The result will probably be that 
a few men will become rich at the ex- 
pense of their fellows, and thousands 
of victims will become stranded in the 
inhospitable wilds of Alaska. The Con- 
stitution desires particularly to warn 
its readers against being caught by the 
roseate pictures which have beeyg paint- 
ed. Even under the most advantageous 
and alluring: circumstances the difficul- 
ties which are to be overcome are such 
as should appal almost any man. By 
September the weather in that country 
is such as to prevent locomotion and 
almost to freeze the blood in the veins. 
People leaving this country for the Yu- 
kon valley would arrive there, only to 
find themselves blockaded by the eight- 
month winter without means, and sub- 
ject to such rigors as they gever felt 
before. Altogether, the Yukon valley 
possesses no charm which should draw 
people away from comfortable homes 
and civilized surroundings. 

To all of its readers, who are with- 
out employment and who look forward 
to the new gold fields for wealth, The 
Constitution would say “stay at home.” 
Go into the country and more wealth 
will be found locked up in the produc- 
tive breast of Georgia than will ever be 
extracted from the richest mines of the 
Yukon. 
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Lax Criminal Statutes. 

While deploring the laxity of our 
penal statutes there is, nevertheless, 
some measure of gritification in the 
fact that Georgia is not the only state 
in the union whiclf is suffering from 
this complaint. 

The New York World in a recent is- 
sue publishes official data showing that 
the situation in that state is most dis- 
tressing. From the figures cited by the 
New York paper it appears that within 
the past two years something like 131 
murders have been committed in New 
York city, for which only seven persons 
have been sentenced to death and eight 
to life imprisonment. Out of the tctaf 
number of murders committed during 
this interval, fifty-one are shrouded in 
deep mystery, and the perpetrators of 
these foul crimes are still at large. Based 
upon the penal records of the past two 
years, as reproduced in the columns of 
The New York World, the chances of a 
murderer’s reaching the gallows or the 
executioner’s chair in New York are 
one in eighteen; of life imprisonment 
one in sixteen, and of escape altogether. 
one in three. This record is, indeed, 
most appalling, and shows that New 
York is confronted with a problem, the 
gravity of which cannot be wverestimat- 
ed. Obviously, the cause of crime in 
New York is due, in very’ great meas.” 
ure, to the laxity of the penal laws of 
that state and to the inability of the 
courts to reach all violators. In dense- 
ly populated communities there is al- 
ways a strong temptation offered to evil- 
doers, and the least encouragement on 
the part of the law is all that is needed. 
To overcome this penal tendency, it is 
necessary, in the first place, that the 
laws of the state should be stringent in 
character, and, in the second place, that 
these laws should be rigidly enforced. 
One requirement is equally as important 
as the other, if the ends of justice are 


to apply this needed remedy, and the 


result is that crime has greatly in- 
creased within the state limits during 
the past few years. 

But while the ratio of crime may De 
much greater in New York than it is 
in Georgia, the figures above cited may 
be equally true of this state within the 
next few years, if our penal statutes 
are not overhauled. As long as there 
are loopholes in the law through which 
criminals may escape, there is sure 
to be a constantly increasing harvest 
of.crime. What Georgia needs, there- 
fore, at the present time, is not only 
courageous courts to fearlessly enforce 
the laws of the state, but also penal 
statutes which cannot be successfully 
evaded. 
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He Is a Democrat. 


There is one mark by which a demo- 
crat may always be known. 

When Governor Taylor, of Tennessee, 
appointed Mr. Thomas B. Turley to suc- 
ceed Isham G. Harris in the the senate 
of the United States, the new senator 
stated the whole question, when he said 
he was in line with the recent Chicago 
platform. 

That is democracy in a nutshell. The 
convention has spoken, the people have 
been alligned under their respective 
banners, and democracy follows the lead 
of Chicago. All attempts to bring in 
side issues, or to make prominent ques- 
tions of minor importance, will be abor- 
tive. The beginning and the end of 
democracy is the Chicago platform. 

As time passes by and events arise 
which bind people together. it will be 
seen more and more that the trend of 
those who advocate the gold standard is 
toward republicanism, and that democ- 
racy comsists in the advocacy of the 
equal coinage of the metals and opposi- 
tion to the protective tariff which has 
been rendered possible by the union of 
the combined enemies of democracy last 
year. 
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Sufferers from Depression. 

The New York Commercial and Finan- 
cial Chronicle discusses the question as 
to whether producers have been @he only 
sufferers from the financial depression. 

It seems that Mr. W. H. Mills, in The 
San Francisco Bulletin, stated that “‘the 
vast advantages of associafed capital 
have not been disturbed by the long de- 
pression in business.” Mr. J. J. Valen- 
tine, of Wells-Fargo & Co., endeavors to 
refute this by claiming that all capital 
has suffered along with the producers, 
and says: 

It is a favorite theme of political and 
social agitators that the producers alone 


have suffered from the hard times, that 
capital and capitalists have escaped in- 
jury. It is this notion that makes so al- 


luring to many the idea of free_silver, or 
payment in depreciated dollars, since it 1s 
erroneously assumed that this would, on 
the one hand, double the prices of products 
and on the other force capitalists and in- 
vestors. to aceept payment in a dollar 
whose purchasing power had shrunk to cor- 
respond with the shrinkage In recent years 
in the prices of products. 

The statement here made very artfully 
might be reversed with truth, for in- 
stead of the condition which is here pic- 
tured the gold standard capitilist has 
sought to make allies by inducing bus- 
iness men to believe that their cause 
was identical. This view of the case, it is 
true, has mislead many writers and 
newspapers who thus' unconsciously 
minimize the strength of their own po 
sition. One of the best points made by 
Mr. Bryan during the presidential! can- 
vass was in puncturing the false defini- 
tion of what constituted a business man. 
Every man who is dependent upon la- 
bor or the conversion of one article into 
another for his sustenance of profit is 
equally a business man. It matters not 
whether he has nothing more than his 
day’s labor to offer in exchange, or is 
the owner of milling or railroad proper- 
ty valued at millions. The issue which 
has been before the country is one in 
which many business men have per- 
mitted themselves to be befuddled. The 
operative at the loom and the president 
of the mill in which he works have a 
common interest, and that interest is in 
the development of productive enter- 
prise. In the stringency which has come 
upon the country the operative has 
readily observed that he was the victim 
of the gold standard. The mill presi- 
dent, however, either through his fears 
or because he was cajoled, allowed him- 
self to be carried off by the ignis fatuus 
that he himself belonged to the very 
class which was to reap the benefit of 
the appreciation of money. 

The arguments brought forth by Mr. 
Valentine, therefore, of private indl- 
viduals throughout the country holding 
large shares of depreciated stock,- but 
proves the other side, that the business 
men of the country have been buncoed 
by the gold trust, which is decrying the 
call for the free coinage of silver by 
branding it as a mere agricultural com- 
plaint, sought to discredit it and left 
the implied condition that the success 
of the gold standard would inure to the 
benefit of all men in business. 

The business men are now awakening 
to the fact that they are as much in 
the slough as are the farmers and the la- 
boring men, and it will not take them 
long to come to the conclusion that 
their cause is one, The whole play. has 
been one in which the mere holders of 
money, as disassociatetd from other 
forms of property, have sought to depre- 
ciate everything, so that the fewest dol- 
lars possible would buy it. In the cam- 
paign of 1900 these business men will un- 
derstand that their interests are not 
identical with those of the gold trust. 

Verily, we are passing through a 
campaign of education.

COLONEL J. H. WORRILL. 


Columbus, Ga., July 20.—(Special.)—“I do 
not think that the lynching of Dr. Ryder 
was due to any defects or delay in the 
laws,”’ ‘said Colonel J. H. Worrill, leading 
counsel for the defense, when asked to say 
what in his opinion was responsible for 
the Talbot county lynching. “The men who 
participate in lynchings are not usually 
persons who have any regard for the speed- 
iness of the trial or for the law, for that 
matter. That is not a consideration with 
them. For instance, there was no delay in 
the law when the Columbus lynching oc- 
curred last year. The trial of that case 
was as speedy as possible and yet lynch was 
prevailed. The man lynched was taken 
from the courtroom while his trial was in 
progress. I Belleve Dr. Ryder would not 
have been mobbed had@ there been a suffi- 
ecient number of guards. It was unwise 
and unsafe to carry the prisoner across 
the country with only two guards, although 
I am satisfied the sheriff anticipated no 
danger, or he would have strengthened the 
guard. Last fall when a sfMmilar trip was 
made there were six deputies along. 

‘The delay in the Ryder case was not the 
cause of the lynching spirit manifested. 
That spirit was manifested just after the 
commission of the deed and since then there 
have been rumors of possible lynchings 
from time to time, and the lynch spirit was 
as strong as it ever was before a single 
continuance in the case was granted. The 
lynching would never had occurred if the 
venue had been changed, as asked for. The 
venue should have been changed. 
Dr. Ryder weuld be in an insane asylum 
today, in my opinion. 

“Judge Butt knew my condition at the 
time he called the special term of the court 
to try, Dr. Ryder. All concerned were ac- 
quainted with it. The delays in this case 
have net been unusual. When the case was 
first called last spring it was continued on 
account of the illness of the defendant in 
the Macon jail. Last fall Dr. Ryder was 
convicted. A new trial was asked for on 
legal grounds and was obtained from the 
supreme court. The announcement from 
the supreme court came too late for the 
case to be tried at the spring term of the 
Talbot court. A special term was calle! 
and the case was continued on account of 
my fliness. My physician absolutely for- 
bade me to enter the case at this time. al- 
though in their opinion I would have been 
tn condition to enter it by September. 

“Lynching will not cease until public 
opinion and the press changes. Another 
thing Is the fact that it is impossible to 
ldentify the participants in a lynchine af- 
fair. If detected they are not indicted. 
Trney know that they are absolutely safe 
and this encourages them. It jis a signifi- 
cant fact that the people who hanged Dr. 
Ryder went over into Talbot county, where 
bymmpathy would be with them, before they 
committed the deed. The public mind 
should be so molded by the press that it 
should be opposed to lynching. 

“The greatest reform possible on this line 
is for the press to make popular an anti- 
lynching sentiment. ‘The press should be 
unqualifiedly opposed to mob law.” 


JUDGE J. H. MARTIN. 
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Columbus, Ga., July 20.—(Special.)—Judge 


J H. Martin, of the prosecution, who has 
taken a promirent part in the case, was 
seen this afternoon on his return from 


Talbotton, and in reply to the question us 
to the causes leading up, in his cpinion, 
to the lynching of Monday night, said: 

“There were many causes that operdted 
upon the minds of the people which pro- 
duced the lynching. In the first place, the 
crime was of such a character that it 
shocked the entire community as no other 
crime ever did in the county. Second, the 
effort for a speedy trial shortly thereafter 
was defeated by-the sudden sickness of the 
defendant. Third, the trial in September 
last was long and tedious, accompanied 
with more or less exciting details, a ver- 
dict of gullty was rendered and the defend- 
ant sentenced to hang. This-verdict was 
set aside by the supreme court on account, 
mainly, as appears from the decision, that 
the court below srould have continued the 
case on ‘account of the absence of certain 
witnesses who were near relatives and 
friends of the defendant. and while their 
absence was accounted for upon grounds 
fully satisfactory to the law, yet the peo- 
rle were not satisfied as evinced by numer- 
ous expressions from citizens. Fourth, the 
motion for a continuance made at the re- 
cent term was based partly upon the ground 
of absence of quite a number of witnesses, 
and the fact appearing that more than two 
hundred were subpoenaed, the people sup- 
posed that im the future like grounds would 
be made, and hence despaired of ever hav- 
ing a trial that would stand the test of a 
review by the supreme court. 

“Tl gather from having heard numerous 
expressions of the people soon after the 
case was continued, as well as before, when 
hearly every one was of the opinion that 
the case would be continued. 

“The lynching is greatly to be deplored, 
and was very unexpected. The people of 
Talbot county are conservative and law- 
abiding, and I do not think that there 
were many engaged in the tragedy of Mon- 
day night. At the same time it cannot be 
denied that they had many sympathizers. 
Judging from the way the lynching was 
accomplished, I think it evident that it was 
not done by toughs, as there was an entire 
absence of details which usually accom- 
pany such cases when that class engages 
OT think speedy trials with less attention 
given to nice technicalities. with a larger 
discretion given to trial judges touching 
continuances would tend to decrease the 
probability of the people taking the law 
into their hands. I am in full sympathy 
with the efforts being made by The Consti- 
tution and others for a reform of the pro- 
cedure of the courts both civil and crim- 
nal.”’ 
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JUDGE GEORGE HILLYER. 


Fditor Constitution—In a short communi- 
cation it would be impossible to undertake 
to specify at this time the reforms in the 
law to which it seems to me such occur- 
renees as the Ryder case should direct the 
minds of thoughtful and conscientious 
men. I made a report as chairman of the 
appropriate committee to the bar associa- 
tion on this subject three years ago, and 
as chairman of a similar committee anoth- 
er report one year ago. I cannot do better 
than to quote the concluding paragraph 
from the last one: 

‘“Phe trial ts too long delayed. Its results 
environed by too much technicality; the ex- 
ecution of sentence when finally reached ts 
teo slow, and the verdict far too easy to be 
got rid of or set aside. Our civilization 
has overdone itself in these matters. We 
deplore the lynchings that occur so fre- 
quently and are growing more and more 
frequent throughout the land. The reason, 
or at least one great reason, why lynchings 
occur is because there is a distrust—a con- 
stantly growing distrust—in the prompt- 
ness and efficiency of the law. Justice is 
one of the innate principles of the human 
heart and public justice will assert itself. 
You may fill your newspapers with procia- 
tnations and crowd your thoroughfares 
with sheriffs and militia, but you will never 
stop lynchings until the public understand 
that the judge and the jury have both the 
right and the power to execute sure and im- 
mediate justice. In a thousand ways the 
evils here mentioned are great, and the 
remedy for them requires @ourage as well

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JUDGE R. T. DORSEY’S PLAN. 


Editor Constitution—I have to confess my 
inability to form an intelligent conclusion 
with the information 1 have in reference 
to the Ryder case. : 

Courts, in the very nature of things, are 
organized with a view of conducting the 
public business in an orderly way. To do 
this the law must and does prescribe cer- 
tain methods of procedure for reaching this 
end. It is a mistake to suppose that all 
motions for the continuance of cases are 
addressed to the sound discretion of the 
trial judge. Under some circumstances the 
trial judge is obliged by the law of the state 
to grant a continuance. To refuse to do 
so would be reversible error. Such, I have 
no doubt, was true in the recent Ryder 
ease. If the showing made by Ryder was 
such as to entitle him to a continuance of 
his case under the law, tu grant the con- 
tinuance was in the interest of a speedy 
termination of the litigation, and the judge 
did right to grant it. 

I have always thought that the trial 
judge should be invested with the discretion 
to grant or refuse all motions for the con- 
tinuance of cases, giving the supreme court 
the power to reverse the action of the low- 
er court in all cases where in their opinion 
the trial judge had abused his discretion. 
This change would, it is thought, result_in 
a speedier trial of cases. If this rule were 
adopted defendants and their friends, not 
knowing the view that the trial judge 
might take of a given motion to continue 
the case, would be more active in getting 
ready for trial. 

Take the Ryder case as an illustraiton. 
The papers report that only three out of 
about fifty witnesses subpoenaed by the de- 
fendant answered when cal!led. under 
the law the court had not been forced to 
continue this case on account of the ab- 
sence of these witnesses, it is quite proba- 
ble that the friends of the defendant would 
have been able to secure a larger attend- 
ance of his witnesses at the trial. This, of 
course, is not asserted as a fact in this par- 
ticular case, but is used to illustrate the 
principle involved. The absence of so mnany 
witnesses in the Ryder case doubtless an- 
gered the people, and being angered they 
disregarded the law and put the defendant 
to death. 

The lessons taught by the Ryder case are 
many, bfit the remedy which strikes me 
as most practicable is the change of the 
law as herein suggested.

Editor Constitutién—You ask “a state- 
ment’ by me “in reference to the lesson 
taught by the’ Ryder case in all its feat- 
ures.”’ 

The subject is too broad to be treated by 
the time anda within brief limit. Of the case 
I know only what you have publisbed. 

Its delays seem to have been only such as 
might occur, as constantly do occur, in de- 
ciding a contested title to land, or even in 
collecting a contested promissory note. — 

You say editorially: “It is for just such 
emergencies as the one which arose in the 
Ryder case that the law fails to provide. 
There was no avenue-for Judge Hart ex- 
cept a continuance of the case. Under the 
law, it seems, there was no other option. 
It is such circumstances, therefore, that 
cry out fora revision of the criminal laws.” 

If the facts are as above stated, the kill- 
ing of Ryder by the mob not only shocks 
the moral sense, but was simply horrible. 
zeorgia has provided for speedier trials of 
criminals by juries and by our court of 
last resort than exist in most other civiliz- 
ed communities. What reform of our pres- 
ent laws would have made that people 
wait for Ryder’s hanging according to 
law? Specify the remedy. 

Reform in the law is not the cure for the 
disease. The evil is not in the law, but 
in the people. The law, save that it is 
speedier in action than ever before, is what 
it has been since we were born. It 1s still 
the safeguard for property, liberty and life 
for all—for the good and also for the bad. 
It is not the law, but the people, that need 
reform. The pulpit should cease its silence 
and denounce mob violence by whomsoever 
and for whatever committed. The press 
should quit sensationalism and deal in 
sober second thought, should quit apolo- 
gizing for contempt of law and teach that 
in our laws is our only safety. The press 
should let good people’ know that all its 
power will be concentered in favor of good 
government, and that a properly expressed 
indignation by the good people in every 
community against the mob will be sup- 
ported by the press—that greatest teacher 
of good or evil in our country. Until the 
‘people so feel, mobs will rule and disgrace 
our state. 

1 have no other interest in this question 
than as a citizen of the state of Georgia. 
I have no criminal practice. I have de- 
femled but one man for murder in the past 
thirty years, for whom I1 volunteered and 
demonstrated his innocence. I[ have spoken 
plainly, because I feel deeply humiliated 
when I consider the situation in this regard 
in my native state. 

‘My limit is exhausted, but my views need 
no elaboration. They are fully understood 
and have been frequently and publicly ex- 
pressed. I am opposed unalterably to mob 
violence, for anything, at any time; nor 
can J] understand how in a country of law 
and order any man may not be willing to 
wait for the killing of any murderer untjl 
he can be reached and hanged according to 
the law. 

It seems to me only a choice between law 
and anarchy. That is its last analysis.

stated in a few words, was this: More than 
a year ago he committed a most atrocious 
murder. He was arrested and confined in 
prison. Yesterday his case was calicd in 
court and continued. He made a full and 
perfect showing for continuance. His 
leading counsel was sick and witnesses 
were absent. Under the law the showing 
that he made left the judge wit® no dis- 
cretion in the matter. It was the iegal 
right of Ryder to have the continuance. 
The lawyers representing him were gentle- 
men above reproach and the good faith of 
the motion as to his leading counsel ap- 
pears to have been beyond all doubt. After 
the continuance was granted and he was 
remanded ‘to prison, a mob took him from 
the officers and hanged him. 

In its enormity the case seems to be 
without a parallel. 


It is a new departure in lynching. It is 
an extension of the jurisdiction of the 
lynchers. 

Ryder had not committed that’ crime 


against woman for which men in a frenzy 
of passion rise up, dare all and avenge. 

One year had passed and there was no ex- 
citement—no sudden outburst of passion 
equivalent to madness—no dethroned rea- 
son. It Was quietly, calmly and most de- 
liberately done. 

The court had just deliberately and sol- 
emnly determined that Ryder was entitled 
to a c@ntinuance and the delay that would 
follow it. The mob overruled the court ard 
without lawyer, witness or trial hanged 
him, 

There seems to have been no doubt that 
he would have been safely kept, and that 
he would have been tried and executed in 
due course of law. If the mo could over- 
rule and disregard that judgment of the 
court, why may it not overrule all ether 
judgments? If the mob could hang him for 
that crime, why may it not assume juris- 
diction of all other crimes? Who shall 
name the limit to its powers. 

Well may we stand appalled at the char- 
acter and far-reaching effect of this terri- 
ble weg It reaches the limit and presents 
to the thoughtful the question, shall .ov- 
ernment exist?

The stories of fabulous finds of gold 
in Alaska are attracting the attention of 
the world to that section just now. It 8) 
happens that the richest gold deposits thus 
far found are on British soil. There ig no 
question about that and the K londyke 
placer mines are over the lI!ne on the Brite 
isn side and not really in Alaska. Some 
Atlantians are talking about going to the 
gold fields. 

The journey {s long, and expensive and 
perilous. No one ought to start on less 
than $500 to piy for transportation and 
toe outfit which is required to 


get tot 
gold district, and then one must be 
after getring to the diggings. The present 


excitement: mildly reminds old-timers of 
the California fever back in the days of 
forty-nine. The best way to reach the 
gold field is to go first to Seattle. then 
take a steamer up to Juneau. This part 
of the trip is pleaasant. From Juneau the 
best route is by a small steamer to Chil. 
coot Pass. Leaving that point, the jour- 
ney has to be made on foot across country 
to Lake Bennett. The outfit must 

packed. This is done by Indians, who 
charge a good figure for the work. Agr 
Lake Bennett the traveler makes himself 
a rough boat or buys one if he can to 
reach Lewis river. Several portages have 
to be made and it is laborious dragging 
the boat overland. The Lewis river is fol- 


Still several days’ journey to K 

and Sixty Mile creek. The principal eam 
for buying more supplies is Circle City 
or Forty Mile ereek. This trip is made 
by g0Oing across country and sailing down 
the Yukon. That is aitogether a distance 
of 1,000 miles. There is another route 
around by the mouth of the Yukon and 
thence up the river. but that is 3,000 miles 
from Seattle and would take ail summer 
to make the trip. 

There are only three good working — 
months in the placer mines. Right now 
the temperature averages about 56 degrees, 
In winter the temperature averages 2 
degrees below zero. In the spring it is 
reckoned a balmy, pleasant day when the 
mercury gets up to 14 degrees above 
Zero. in midsummer the ground “thaws 
for @ depth of three or four feet, but te 
hever does thaw out altogether. The mb 
ner has to burn wood on the ground wo 
soften it enough to dig a hole down twenty 
feet to the gravel.«‘tThe pay gravel lies 
on the bed rock of the old stream and is 
from two to four feet thick. It is reported 
that this gravei will often pan out $10 te 
the pan. 

Panning is an art, but anyone can says 
seme goid if ther is plenty of it. The mim 
ers who went into the Klondyke counry 
last fall sunk their shafts to the gray 
and threw out what they could of ths — 
and left it upon the surface until s ‘ 
in,the winter aud sp it is am 
to wash out the gold, bécause the 
are frozen and there is no water.

Division of Opinion Among Peachtree | 
Residents and Builders. 


WILL CONFER ON THE MATTER 


Builders Want To Put the House Flush 
with the Sidewalks. 


THE NEIGHBORS WANT IT SET BACK 


They Say It Will Detract from the 
Aesthetic Appearance of 
the Street. 


Work on the “Majestic.” the eight-story 
building that is to be built on the lot next 
to the Ballard house, will not be commenced 
toe oe builders and the adjoining prop- 

y owners can have'a conference about 
where the building shall be placed. 

This conference was to have been held 
en yesterday, but it was postponed until 
the end of this week, when all parties in- 
terested could be present. 

A great deal of interest as to whether 
or not the building shall stand on the front 
of the lot or be set back some is manifested 
by every resident of Peachtree street, and 
in fact every one who £o0e3 On the beautiful 
thoroughfare. 

When the building was originally planned 
it was proposed to put it on the front of 
the lot, and the plans were made with the 
idea that the bullding would be so situated. 
But the adjoining property owners were 
naturally anxious to have the Siructure set 
back from the street some. and at once 
commenced to discover if this couid not be 
done. 

The owners of the building are anxious 
to do the best thing for all concerned, and 
Will do what they can without hurting 
their own interests. It Will be impossible 
to have the building very far back, for it 
is intended that this shal) eventually be 
only half of the Structure, and another 
bullding exactly Wke 1t will some day be 
built on the rear half of the lot, with a 
large court between. To put the structure 
that is now to be bduilt too far back would 
make this impossible. It might be set back 
as much as ten or fifteen feet, however 
and still leave room for the other halt. 

What Mr. Denny Wants. 

Mr. Denny, the architect who drew the 
plans, has always been strengly in favor 
of having the building on the very front 
of the lot, and has so urged the builders. 

“The style of architecture that has been 
followed in the building would’ not look 
well set back in the Jot. and if it is put 
back it will. be against my Wishes and ad- 
vice,”’ said he. ‘‘Sooner or later that block 
will have large buildings on it up to the 
Sidewalk line, and this building might as 
well be the first. It will look much better 
on the front than it would set back in the 
lot, and to put it back uny more than ten 
feet would to my mind make it look very 
badly, and be a disfigurement to the street. 
To have it only ten feet back would not do 
the adjoining property any more good than 
it would to have it right at the sidewalk, 
for on one side the Ballard sets back fifty 
feet and the Naddox residence is back 
thirty-five es from the street. To have 
this large ‘building in between these two 
buildings ten feet’ back would Sive the 
Street a very ragged appearance, and be 
much worse for all concerned than to have 
it on the front of the lot."’ 


Neighbor Maddox’s Views. 

Colonel R. F. Maddox, in speaking of the 
matter, said that he believed that the 
building should set back from the sidewalk 
some for the good of the street and for 
those who are building it as well as for 
the adjoining property.owners. “I am ex- 
pecting to have a talk with the builders,” 
said Colonel Maddox, ‘‘and I am in hopes 
that I can persuade them to set the build- 
ing back some. I believe that it would be 
to their interests to do so. and I think 
they are willing to have it back from the 
street. I do not Know anything more 
about it until we get together and confer 
about the matter.” 

The contractors are all ready to start 
work, and wili do so just as soon as it is 
decided where they shall put the building.

Mr. Powell Presents a Viggestive Yeti- 
tion to Council and Will Urge 
Action on It. 


An interesting and very suggestive peti- 
tion has been filed with the city council, 
relating to the purchase of harness and 
leather supplies by Chief Veal and the 
city sanitary department. 

The petitioner makes no open charges 
against the department, but reading be- 
tween the lines it is clearly evident that 
there is an intimation that the sanitary de- 
partment has shown favoritism in buying 
supplies of the kind mentioned. 

The petition is signed by Mr. F. A, Pow- 
ell, the well-known Decatur street harness 
and saddle maker. His firm was formerly 
that of Lempke & Powell. The petition has 
been referred to the finance committee for 
investigation. 

What Mr. Powell Asks For. 

Mr. Powell’s communication to the coun- 
cil reads es follows: 

“I respectfully submit for your consid- 
eration a petition that the tharness, collars 
and leather supplies necessary for the san- 
itary department of this city be bid for by 
open competition, and that a request for 
such bids be asked of each and every one 
engaged in the harness business in this 
city. will agree now to furnish goods 
beught in the month of May for said de- 
partment at 5 per cent less than the cily 
then paid, having obtained the prices paid 
from receipted bills now’in the hands of 
the city comptroller. 

“IT believe that if an opportunity was of- 
fered such as requested the city would 
obtain a better grade of supplies and at 
less cost. Trusting that this petition will 
be granted and an opportunity for fair 
competition to all harness: makers in the 
city given.” 

Certain Parties Favored. 

Mr. Powell was seen at his place of bust- 
ness vesterday and when asked about the 
petition he said he did not desire to make 
any further complaint or charges against 
the sanitary department other than to say 
that it seemed that Chief Veal had not 
given all harness dealers a fair opportunl- 
ty in buying supplies for his department. 
He thinks the prices being paid are too 
high and that the supplies are purchased 
wherever the ahief sees fit without regard 
to the usual custom of obtaining bids and 
securing lowest prices on stuff. 

Mr. Powell intimates that certain parties 
have been favored by the chief and he says 
friendship should not figure in business 
dealings of this kind. He says open com- 
pétition is the best method for & 
to pursue and that the city will 
deal of money if the §

Some very interesting changes are sald 
to be impending in state affairs. The gos- 
sip involves the transfer of one of the 
supreme court justices to the railroad com- 
misston, the elevation of a superior court 
judge to the supreme bench to fill the va- 


cancy and the election or appointment of | 


a gifted: member of the bar to the circuit 


bench. 

Judge Allen Fort’s term as railroad com- 
missioner expires this year and Governor 
Atkinson will appoint his successor. Half 
a dozen names have been suggested for 
the. position, but the right one may have 
been overlooked. Judge Fort is not an 
applicant for reappointment and aimong 
those who have been suggested are Judge 
Samps Harris, of Carroll county, and War- 
ner Hill, of Meriwether. As Mr. Hill is a 
very close friend of Governor Atkinson, 
it has been supposed that he had the best 
showing. Colonel Joe Terrell, the attorney 
general, is one of Mr. Hill's warm friends, 


and Colonel Te®rell is very close to the 


governor, too. 

It was sald that Judge Harris would be 
appointed to the railroad commission and 
that Mr. Hill would succeed him on the 


bench of the Coweta circuit. This looked 


plausible for a time, but now that ts dis- 
counted and a complete change is reported 
to have occurred, in the situation. 

The story now runs that Justice Spencer 
ATidnson will retire from the supreme 
bench and be aippointed railroad comniis- 
sioner to succeed Judge Fort. 

Then Judge Harris will be elevated to 
the supreme bench to succeed Justice At- 
kinson, and Mr. Hill will succeed Judge 
Harris on the Cbweta circuit. 

It is no secret that Justice Atkinson 
wishes to return to the practice of his 
profession. He would prefer to locate in 
Atlanta. A seat on the railroad commis- 
ston would leave him free to practice in 
the courts, which, of course, he cannot do 
while on the supreme bench. These re- 
ported changes have been the subject of 
gossip here in Atlanta for some time. They 
were looked upon as merely gossip at first, 
but it is stated now that Governor Atkin- 
son sent for Justice Atkinson recently and 
talked over the situation. 

For the last few days the members of 
the Atlanta bar have been very much in- 
terested in this bit of political gossip. 

Thev would regret to lose Justice Atkin- 
son from the supreme bench, but he would 
not be out of public life by any means. 
Iie would have an able successor in Judge 
Harris. and Mr. Hill is eminently fitted for 
the bench. . 

It would not be a surprise to hear of 
Justice Atkinson's resignation at any time. 
The reports state that he would prefer not 
to wait even until the legislature meets. 
If he were to resign fn recess, Governor 
Atkinson would appoint his successor and 
he would also appoint a successor to Judge 
Harris if the latter were chosen for the 
supreme court. ‘The legislature would elect 
in the fall, but It is taken for granted that 
it would elect the gevernor’s appointees. 
Judge Fort's successor wowd not be ap- 
pointed until the legislature met. 

Friends of all the parties said yesterday 
that there seemed to be a great deal in 
the report and that the changes outlined 
above were very likely to occur, and that 
before long, too.

BROAD EXTENSION 
PROJECT FAILS 


City Will Not Give Mr. Beck $25,000 
for His Property. 


THE SITUATION IS INSPECTED 


The Trade Hinges on Purchase of the 
Beck Property by City. 


PRICE I$ THOUGHT TO BE 100 HIGH 


Captain Neal, Mr. E. P. Black, Judge 
Hillyer and Committee Talk Over 
the Scheme on the Ground. 


It seems that the projett to extend South 
Broad street is not looked upon with favor 
by the special committee appointed by the 
council two weeks ago to investigate the 
subject. Yesterday morning the committee 
and the citizens interested in the scheme 
went over the ground and made a close in- 
spection of the situation, but no conclu- 
sion has been reached by the committee. 

It seems that the plan hinges on the pur- 
chase by the city of part of a building 
owned by Mr. J. F. Beck. The latter asks 
$25,000 for the property and the amount has 
scered the committee off, it being admitted 
by the committee that nothing can be done 
in the matter if that amount 's involved. 
The city will not pay -the money for the 
bullding, say members of the committee 
and the trade is practically off under the 
»resent conditions. 

Captain T. B. Neal and Mr. E. P. Black 
are behind the plan to extend the street. 
They. propose to develop the property along 
the proposed street and they offer to give 
the city the land to extend the street from 
Mitchell street to Trinity avenue if the city 
will buy Mr. Beck’s property. The two citt- 
zens think the city will be repaid by the 
increase of tax collections consequent to 
the opening of the new street. They ask 
that the city buy the Beck property end 
pave the new street and lay sewers, they 
agreeing to bear all other expense of open- 
ing the street. 

Judge George Hillyer accompanied 
committee consisting of Councilman Hutch- 
ison and Alderman Mitchell. Mr. Peters, the 
other member of the committee, is out of 
the city. The citizens and officials talked 
the matter over with Mr. Beck, but he did 
not seem inclined to make a lower price 
on his property. He said he is very well 
satisfied with the way the matter stands 
now and that he is not very anxious to sell. 
He thinks his property is worth all of the 
money asked and says that it is the lowest 
offer he will make to the city. 


THE PASSING THRONG. 


“T see that a Georgian has been appointed 
consul at Guayaquil, Ecuador,” said Mr. 
Arthur Pew, of Macon, yesterday. ‘‘There 
ouenht to be a fine salury attached to that 
position, for of all the sickly places in the 
world, Guayaquil ranks second to none, I 
have not the pleasure of Mr. De Leon’s ac- 
quaintance, but I have some acquaintance 
with Guayaquil.” 

Mr. Pew returned from Ecuador last year, 
just about the holidays. He had been up 
in the interior managing a large gold mine 
for a New York syndicate. “Up in the 
country it is perfectly healthy, and con- 
sidering that it is right under the equator, 
the weather 4s pleasant. But there are 
places down on the coast where yellow fe- 
ver and. malarial fevers occur the whole 
year round and Guayaquil is one of them. 
It is a regular death trap for foreigners. 
The natives do not seem to mind the dis- 
eases and the mortality among them is not 
high, but foreigners fall victims to the 
deadly fevers all the time.” 

Negroes and Indians furnish the labor in 
the gold mines and Mr. Pew says that they 
are remarkably honest. In northern Ecua- 
dor, the natives are very religious and very 
sujerstitious. “Our mine was five days’ 
trip up the river from the coast by a small 
boat. Wesent all our gold and silver up and 
down the river in a boat with four or six 
rowers, and we never lost a dollar. All the 
population live along the streams. There 
are no people back from the rivers. Huts 
are scattered along the banks for 400 miles, 
and you are seldom out of sight of one, 
There are no roads and when any visiting 
is done, if it is to a neighbor only a quarter 
of a mile away, tHe trip is made by boat.”’ 


Andy Hughes, a miner, who has had con- 
siderable experience in the west, suggested 
a theory yesterday about the reports of 
rich gold discoveries in Alaska, 

“There were about fifty men who came 
out of that country last week with an av- 
erage of $10,000 apiece in gold, I believe. 
How many miners were up there last win- 
ter?’’ 

“About 3,000, it is said.” 

“Then we have heard from about one in 
every sixty miners,’’ continued Mr. Hughes. 
“My idea about that is that the fifty men 
who have just come out were the best fifty 
poker players in the camp. The whole 3,0 
may have cleaned on an average $200 for 
their seascn’s work. They could not eget 
away all winter, not until the ice broke up 
last menth, and they gambled the whole 
winter, of course. The gold naturally was 
concentrated in the hands of the best poker 
players and they, having good stakes, 
made haste to get out by the first boat 
this summer. The other poor devils will 
have to stay up there another winter be- 
cause they have not money enough to pay 
their way back.”

MR. CAMP HOPEFUL 
FOR GRADE CROSSING 


Thinks He Can Gat Mayor Collier To 
Sign Resolution. 


IS HAPPY OVER THE PROSPECT 


The Councilman Is Again After an 
Outiet to the First Ward. 


PREFERS VIADUCT TO GRADE CROSSING 


But It Seems That All Hope of a Via- 
duct anc New Depot Is Lost—BRaii- 
roads Are Doing Nothing. 


Councilman Milt Camp, of the first ward 
is trying to be happy over the prospect of 
securing an extension of Alabama street 
by a grade crossing. He fears only one 
thing now—the veto pen of Mayor Collier. 
He has had occasion to face that pen of 
the mayor’s before on this saine subject, 
and the jolly councilman is not over en- 
thusiastic, but will be hopeful until he as- 
certains the feelings of the mayor in refer- 
ence to a resolution adopted by council 
Monday. 

That resolution authorizes the bridge 
committee, of which Mr. Camp is chair- 
man, to negotiate with the several railroad 
companies with a view of securing the 
right of way to extend Alabama street by 
a grade crossing to Rhodes street. The 
result cf the negotiations is to be reported 
to council by the committee. Mayor Col- 
lier has already vetoed a resolution on the 
Same subject, but Mr. Camp is hopeful that 
he will be able to convince the chief ex- 
ecutive of the merit of his plan. 

Mr. Camp thinks some action should be 
taken by the council] looking to an exten- 
sion of Alabama street, and he believes 
that the people will never be satisfied un- 
til something is done in earnest. He would 
prefer the erection of the proposed Mitch- 
ell street viaduct to the grade crossing, but 
it seems that all negotiations between the 
city and railroad companies relating to 
the viaduct and new depot projects are off. 
The whole matter has been dropped, ap- 
parently, and after several years of agi- 
tation the question is left where it was in 
the beginning. 

Mr. Camp will call on the mayor and urge 
him to sustain the action of council in 
adopting his resolution Monday, when the 
executive returns to the city.

MRS. ALBERT PAID INDEMNITY 


WIDOW OF THE MURDERED OFFI- 
CER GETS $1,000.

Police Relief Association Pays the 
First $1,000 of Insurance to 
One of Its Members. 


One thousand dollars in cash was paid 
to Mrs. R. E. Albert, wife of patrolman 
Albert, last Saturday morning, only a few 
hours after the death of that brave officer. 
This is the third Hfe :ndemnity that has 
keen paid by the Police Rellef Association 
to its members. 

The first was paid some years ago and 
went io the wife of Patrolman Miller, who 
died while he was a member of the force. 
The amount of this indemnity was $200 and 
it was the first that the association was 
ever called upon to pay. 

The second indemnity amounted to 
and it was paid to the wife of Turnkey W. 
G. Cooper, after the death of that officer. 
The amount paid to Mrs. Albert was $1,000, 
and it was net only the lergest that has 
ever been given by the association, but it 
was also the first money that has ever 
been paid by the association to the family 
of a patrolman who was killed while in the 
discharge of his duty. 

Albert died about 2 o’clock in the morning 
and it was soon after the day watch had 
gone or duty that Captain Pink Manley, 
who is the president of the association, 
went to the bank and drew out $1,000. This 
he took to the wife of the dead officer and 
the receipt is now among the effects of the 
association. 

The Police Relief Association was organ- 
ized on January 15, 1891. It is cOmposed of 
all the members of the police force and has 
as its object the support of its members 
while they are sick and the paying of a 
life indemnity to the family of the mem- 
bers in case of death. 

The association was yery poor when It 
first commenced, and the assets were prac- 
tieally nothing. An assessment was made 
cn the members, which they cheerfully 
paid, and the dues were made 50 cents a 
month. In this way money began to accu- 
mulate and soon the life indemnity was 
raised to $200. 

Again it was raised to $500 and this con- 
tinued to be the amount until about four 
months ago, when the members of the as- 
sociation decided that it was best to pay 
more dues and have a larger indemnity. Af- 
ter thoroughly investigating the matter the 
dues Were raised a

The weather report, 
as Summarized below, tndicates no rain in 
that part of Texas where it is most needed, 
which !s contirmed by our telegram to- 
day. The predictions for local showers 
are, however, posted.

REPORT ON GRAIN AND TOBACCO 


Crops Have Made Favorable Progress 
During Past Week. 
Washington, July 20.—The weather bu- 
reau in its review of crop condit:ons for the 
weck ended July 19th, says: 
“While the week has been gene‘ally fa- 
vorable some damage has resulted from 
excessive rains and severe local storms in 


New England and portions of New York, 
New Jersey and northwestern Alabama. 
Drought als». continues unbroken in por- 


tiens of North Carolina, Texas, Tennessee, 
Missouri and Kansas. 

“In the principal corn states of the cen- 
tral valley, with the exception of portions 
of Kansas and Missouri, wnere drought pre- 
vails, the crop has made favorable prog- 
ress during the week, the repoFts indicating 
rapid growth in Ohio, Indiana, Lllinois, 
Michigan, Wisconsin, Minnesota and South 
Dakota, The crop has made substantial 
progress in Nebraska and lowa, but it is 
not altogether well cultivated in the last 
named state. In the southern states late 
corm has been greatly improved during the 
past week, except in portions of Louisiana 
and Texas, where rain is needed, 

“Winter wheat harvest east of the Rocky 
mountains is completed, except in the more 
northerly sections. Harvesting continues 
in the Pacific Cocst states, the weather 
conditioms in Oregon and Washington being 
very favorable. Some spring wheat has 
been harvested in Nebraska, and the crop 
is ripening In Iowa and Oregon. In the last 
state the oytlook continues most 
promising. In the Dakotas the weather has 
not been favorable/ especially for the late 
grown. In Minnesota a splendid crop is 
promised on hig lands, but on low lagds 
the outlook is not favorable. An execellent 
crop is promised in Wisconsin. 

“There has heen a general improvement 
in the condition of tobacco, except in Ken- 
tucky, where it continues small and uneven 
and is being damaged by worms. Cutting 
and curing continues in the Carolinas and 
Florida and topping is in progress in Vir- 
ginta.”’

WAS ALL EXCITEMENT 


Wheat Export Business in Chicago Un- 
usually Heavy. 


800,000 BUSHELS WORKED 


Closed at a Net Advance of 1 5-8c. 
Corn and Oats Weak—Provisions 
Were Firm and Higher. 


Chicago, July 20.—In° no one day im sev- 
eral years has so much wheat been work- 
ed for export at Chicago. Eight hundred 
thousand bushels in round numbers was 
the total of the day’s reported sales for 
foreign shipments, and that put a Bull 
stamp near the close on what had pre- 
viously been alternatingly a bear and a 
bull market. Great offerings of wheat {rom 
commission houses on every bulge char- 
acterized the trade to within twenty min- 
utes of the close. All hands then started 
to buy, and only those with long wheat 
who bought at low prices offered. In the 
wheat anarket it was all excitement. Sep- 
tember, aftereseveral false starts, ran up 
1%c just before the close and showed a 
net advance of 1l%c. Corn was weak on 
comtinued favorable weather west, but ral- 
lied with wheat, closing %¢ lower. Oats 
followed the same course. Provisions were 
firm and showed gains of 10@12%ec. 

The strength with which wheat closed 
yesterday was renewed at the opening to- 
cay at 4@‘*ec advance in prices. It start- 
ed with buyers at from 7l%«c to 715ec and 
a few paid 7l%sc about the same time. 
Realizings depressed it,for a few minutes 
to Tle, but those offerings absorbed 
the price, took a higher flight and gave 
those who wished to do so an opportumity 
to realize at 72c for their September wheat. 
A number took advantage of that chance 
and had another opening to replace it 
at il4&c. The foreign markets continued 
to be the source of the bull inspirations, 
Liverpool was 1%d higher than it closed 
yesterday when first heard of, and later 
quotations showed a further gain, mak- 
mg the net rise 244d. Chicago receipts 
were 114 cars, 79 of which were new. Last 
year 459 cars came to hand, 42 of them 
new. The five chief western winter wheat 
markets received only 226,659 bushels in 
all. A year ago the same five cities re- 
ported 421,848 bushels. New York reported 
fair acceptances from the continent of 
yesterday's cabled offers and liberal ac- 
ceptances from the United Kingdom. 
Beerbohm cnbied the deficiency this year 
compared with last in the Hungarian 
wheat crop should amount to 36,000,000 bush- 
els. Cables from Antwerp said reports 
of wheat In central Russian and Danubian 
states were dally growing worse. Exports 
at Chicago today were very heavy. It 
amounted to within 10,000 bushels of a total 
of %,00,000 bushels, the greater part of 
No 2 Kansas hard and chiefly for the 
first half of August shipment. The mar- 
ket was extremely irregular until the im- 
portant sales for fore'gm shipment became 
known. After the first decline, which 
continued until September had worked 
down to 7l‘ec, rose again to 72c and 
more dropped very rapidly to 7l1\4ec. Then 
it gradually recovered to around 715¢c, 
After hanging around there the 800,000 ex- 
ports sale became generally Known and 
then there was but one desire in the crowd, 
and that was to secure some wheat. Sep- 
tember opened 4@tec higher at 7158@715sc, 
sold to 7l's@72c, then to Tl*%c, then to 
72%c and closed 1%e higher at 72%c. 

Corn was weak under the pressure of 
continued favorable weather and increasing

Receiving houses were good sellers, Sep- 
tember opemed ‘ac lower at 26%c, sold to

In oats a fair business was transacted,

September 
opened unchanged at 17%c, sold at 175%c 
and closed at 17%c bid. 


Provisions were strong on light hog re- 
ceipts. The strength in wheat also help- 
ed. September pork, which started. at 
$7.70, gradually subsided to $7.24, but just 
before the close rose to $7.75, an advance 
of 12%c. Lard and ribs acted similarly, 
gaining 10 and l2'gc each.

Little, J.—1l. To authorize a plaintiff to 
recovery damages from a railroad company 
for the destruction of property by fire 
caused by the running of its locomotive, 
it must appear that such damage was oc- 
casioned by the fault -or negligence of the 
company or its agents. If, without more, 
it should be shown that the fire was oc- 
casioned by operation of the locomotive, 
negligence on the part of the company 
would be presumed.

It is thought by many that Langford fs 
laying for a trade. An attorney who has 
been connected with the Delk cases said 
that he thought Tom would say fiothing un- 
til he learned what would be the most pop- 
ular chord on which to play. The lawyer 
Was confident that Langford will try to 
trade off old man Taylor's life for his cwn 
freedom. 

Tavlor Delk ts waiting. When seen by a 
yesterday he 
said that he hoped Tom Langford would 
tell the truth and save his life. He thinks 
that Langford is too true to thelr old 
friendship to trade him off and he feels 
hopeful that Langford will swear that he 
(Deik) was not in the house at the time of 


‘the killing. 


Delk had little to say yesterday that has 


not already been said. He was no more 
cheerful than usual, but when his wife eall- | 
ead to see him he seémed to brighten up 
greatly. The couple talked together of the 


effect Langford’s story would have on 


Delk’s future, and the old lady seemed to 
think that Langford would save her hus- 
band from the gallows. 


One reason that leads Taylor Delk to be- 


lieve that Langford will save him is that 
Langford has already told more than one 
person that Taylor Delk was not in the 
house at the time Gwyn was killed. He be- 
lieves that Langford will stick to this story 
regardless of the effect it may have on his 
OoWwnh case. 


Did Langford Threaten Gwy:'? 


The case against Langford looks very 


serious. He has admitted his guilt by his 
flight, and he had threatened the life of 
Sheriff Gwyn before the killing of that of- 
fiver, it is said. He accused Gwyn of rob- 
bing his mother, Mrs. Langford, of $200, and 
it is said that he said he would send a ball 
into Gwyn some time for the act. Tom Delk 
always accused Langford of killing Gwyn. 
He said that he himself had no reason for

Langford will not get the reward offered 
for him unless they prove that he is 
guilty of the crime. There was a stipula- 
tion in the proclamation of reward offered 
by Governor Atkinson requiring that Lang- 
ford should be captured and proof furnish- 
oe convict before the reward should be 
paid. 


Langford’s next move is being eargerly 


watched by the public. He is keeping very 
mum and when. he speaks he will no doubt 
surpris® some ‘people. He has not yet em- 
ployed an attorney.
